commyng. Which her hyghnes doeth lignifie vnto all her louyng Subiectes by this her Pzoclamation, wyl- 
lyng and commaundyng them and euery of them, to whom it doth apperteyne, to obſerue and kepe they: aſlem- 
blyes and apparaunces, in all and euery her hyghnes Courtes at the ſayde e, there to be holden inlyke ma- 
ner, fourme, and condition. as they woulde,ſhoulde, oꝛ ought to haue done, if the ſame Terme and Courtes had 
ben holden and kept at ueſtminſter, as they and eueryof them wyll aunſwere at they: peryls : any thyng in her 
Maieſties fozmer Pꝛoclamation to the contrary notwithſtandyng. Ind neuertheleſle her Maieſties pleaſure 
is, that two ol her Jultices, that is to ſaye, of epther Benche one, wall the fyꝛſt day of this next Hyllary Terme, 
called 0ctebis Hillerii, accozdpnag to the auncient oꝛder ot her lawes, kepe the eſſoynes of the ſayde 00. Hillerii, At 
which »:« of Saint Hyllarii, wꝛittes of adiournement lhalbe directed to the ſayde Jullices, geuyng them auc- 
thoꝛitie to adiourne the ſayde Hyllary Terme from weſtminſter afozeſayde, vnto the ſayde Caſtell of Hertfozd, / 
there to begyn Qn ſancei 2illerii, then next enſuyng: and the ſame adiournement ſhalbe made the kyꝛlle daye of 
the ſayde v, commonly called the day of the eſlopnes. a . 
Ind further, her Maieſtie conlideryng that yr there ſhould happen to be any acceſle and apparaunce or her = 
louyng Subiectes at the ſayd Caſtell oꝛ Towne of Yertfozd, duryng the ſayde Terme, of ſuch as haue ben late 
le infected with the plague, oꝛ otherwyſe of ſuche as haue had the plague in they: houſes, there myght enſue 
great peryll and daunger to thoſe that haue as yet ben cleare thereof, and ſo a further inconuenience myght 
growe thereby to the reſt of the Kealme : whereloꝛe her hyghnes in aduopdyng therof, doeth ſtrayghtlycharge 
t commaunde, that no ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons that ſo haue ben infected, oꝛ haue had the plague in they: houſes, 
of what eſtate oꝛ degree he oꝛ they be of, wall repayze vnto the ſaid Caſtell oz Towne of Hertfo2d, during the ſaid 
Þyllary Terme, except he oꝛ they be oꝛ ſhalde commaunded by pzoceſle, oꝛ other wyſe hath ſpeciall commaunde- 
ment to be there, Andthat euery ſuch perſon ſo infected, vpon his repayꝛe to the ſayde Caſtell oꝛ Towne, ſhall 
befoze he enter into any houſe within the ſayde Towne, oꝛ into the ſayde Caſtell, openly notifie and declare his 
eſtate touchyng his infection, and ſhall after, duryng the time of his abode there, beare andholde vpin his hand 
one whyte rodde of the length ol one yarde, vpon payne of her Maieſties diſpleaſure, and impziſonment of they: 
bodyes duryng her hyghnes pleaſure. And further, her Maieſtie ſkrayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all 
Juſtices of peace of the ſayde Countie of Herttoꝛd, dwellyng within twelue mples of the ſayde Towne and Ca- 
ſell of Hertfozd, and all Conſtables, Baylyffes, and head officers of any Bozowes, Townes, Uyllages, oz Ham · 
lettes, within eyght myles of the ſayde Towne and Caſtell of Hertfozd, that they and euery of them, (hall from 
the daye of the pzoclaympng of this P:oclamation within the ſayde Countie, do they? beſt endeuours to make 
and ſet fozth ſuch good ozders, as by the goodnes of God maye tende molt to the p:eſeruation of all places with- 
in the ſame circuite of eyght mples, from infection of the plague, and foz that purpoſe to aſſemble them ſelues 
together wekely, from the tyme of the pꝛoclaymyng of this Pzoclamation, vntyll the ende of the ſayde Pyllary 
Terme, in ſome places conuenient, aſwell toꝛ the deuyſyng, as foz the execution of ſuche good oꝛders. Ind that 
the ſayde Julkices of peace, ſhall in the fy:ſt day of the ſayde Þyllary Terme, ſignifte and declare to the Loꝛde ke⸗ 
per of the great Seale of Englande, all that they and the ſayde Conſtables, and other the ſayde officers, ſhall 
then haue done in and about the pꝛemiſſes.
